due to Mr. Bernard M. Baruch.” Then, “As we ~ 
sat in Mr. Baruch’s library, renewing an old 
friendship, he reached from a bookshelf a bat- 
tered calf-bound volume, the perusal of which 
he said had saved him millions of dollars. The 
name of the book is Mackay’s Memoirs of 
Extraordinary Popular Delusions.” 


In Baruch’s Foreword we note that “All economic 
movements, by their very nature, are motivated by 
crowd psychology ... 1 never see a brilliant economic 
thesis expounding . . . the mathematics of price move- 
ments, that I do not recall Schiller’s dictum: ‘Anyone 
taken as an individual, is tolerably sensible and reason- 
able—as a member of a crowd, he at once becomes a 
blockhead’, or Napoleon’s maxim about military masses: 
“In war, the moral is to the physical as 3 to 1.’ With- 
out due recognition of crowd-thinking (which often 
Seems crowd-madness) our theories of economics leave 
much to be desired . . . The Florida boom and the 1929 
market-madness in America and its sequences in 1930 
and 1931 — all these are phenomena of mass action 
under impulsions and controls which no science has ex- 
plored. They have power unexpectedly to affect any 
static condition or so-called normal trend . . . Some years 
ago, a friend gave me a copy of this book. In a vague 
way I had been familiar with the stark fact of these 
events as who is not? But I did not know — and I think 
there is not elsewhere so engagingly, carefully and com- 
prehensively related — the astonishing circumstances of 
each of the greater DELUSIONS of earlier eras. 
(emphasis supplied) . . . as in all primitive, unknown 
on crowd-psychology but, so far as I know, there is none 
who arrives at conclusions. The value of all this litera- 
ture lies in its emphasis on forces that are, at all times, 
functions — and that, at some times, seem to become 
controlling factors — of national or even RACIAL life.

Pursuant to the United Nations Charter we 
thought was sleeping, World Government Dic- 
tatorship was quietly set up over the USA, July

Somewhere in Korea 


From: GI Joe, POW-Hostage. 
To: President Eisenhower. 
Subject: Freedom: 

1. In order to blackmail you into recognizing Red 
China, the Reds hold nearly a thousand of us prisoners 
in direct violation of the truce—yet you' solemnly prom- 
ised swift action if Reds broke the truce. 

2. Since we offered and risked our lives for your 
freedom and that of all Americans—not for just our 
own folks—you and all Americans should be willing to 
risk your lives, if need be, when we have lost our free- 
dom and need your help. You should be willing to free 
us, whatever the risk of Soviet bombs falling upon you, 
your homes, and your places of business. Or are your 
lives at home more ‘sacred than our lives in these Red 
stockades? 

8. We Gls were not afraid to offer our lives for free- 
dom’s sake; are you at home afraid to do the same 
thing? If you are not afraid you wil] never again tie our 
hands, short us on ammunition, tel] us to stand and die 
but not to win, and abandon us to our fate in Red pris- 
ons. Nor will you now hesitate, for fear of Commu- 
nist reprisal, to liberate us. 

4. If you are not afraid of the Red enemy—and our 
allies’ (?) threats to desert America—you will stop the 
futile name-calling in the UN about our 6,000 atrocity- 
murdered comrades now beyond help. And instead, if 
you are not afraid, you will tell the UN that unless it 
acts to free us, America will leave the UN and herself 
free us. You will redeem your solemn pledge to take 
action if the truce were broken. 

5. What we ask is no great boon for an American 





to give .We simply ask you for courage, Mr. Eisenhower. 
We showed it for America now it’s America’s turn to 
show it for us—and soon, for our lives in Red hands 
will not last long.

It is with great apprehension that I write 
this letter as my husband is stationed in France 
and I will be joining him within the next 3 
months. He informs me that our soldiers are 
being jailed, held without notifying our author- 
ities, tried and convicted by the French and 
Communist elements. He says further that the 
town nearest his post is 50 per cent Communist 
and that there are signs up all over the place 
which say, “U.S. go home’... . My husband's 
brother gave his life in Korea in October, 1951, 
for this cause—now do not tell me that my hus- 
band has a fate worse than death by being sub- 
ject to the above odious situation for the next 
3 years.... I implore you”.... (6. 61). One 
more: 

Turkey - 

From the wife of a soldier stationed in Tur- 
key: “My husband was immediately confined to 
a Turkish prison to await his trial. His Army 
friends retained two Turkish lawyers, however, 
from the beginning to the end the trial was a 
great injustice. There were not any witnesses 
called on my husband’s behalf and the Turkish 
witnesses contradicted their true original state- 
ments. ... 
oh) “DAs leaghewdurwes nemtenecd. tol wamthe is 
a vermin-iifested, unkempt Turkish prison, with 
a low class of Turkish criminals. While there he 
met an American, Warrant Officer Kenneth 
Robertson, serving a two-year sentence. I am 
informed the Warrant Officer's trial was a dis- 
grace. At present he is allowed no visitors ex- 
cept the chaplain once a week and an occasional 
Turkish doctor. Warrant Officer Robertson is 
suffering with TB... .” Once more: 

“Being a veteran of 6 years in the United 
States Navy and serving in such places as Mo- 
rocco, Algeria, Italy and Great Britain, I shud- 
der to think of the possibility of being tried, con- 
victed and imprisoned in any of those lands” 
(p. 60). 

There are four pages of such letters but no in- 
dication that any administration effort has been 
made to help any one of the victims thrown to 
the wolves. 

Pious Cant 

But oh, the pious cant of administration 
spokesmen which appears in the record of the 
Senate Foreign Relations hearings on the so- 
called “Status of Forces” treaty, about our boys 
being positively benefitted and protected by 
turning them over to foreign courts. Attorney- 
General Herbert Brownell addressed the Com- 
mittee June 24, 1953, to that effect. When he 
said: “Our first conclusion is that the NATO 
Status of Forces Agreement violates no rule of 
international law”, Senator Bricker replied: “No, 
only changing the rule” (p.68 of the hearing be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Foregin Relations, 
June 24, 1953). That this treaty would set a 
precedent was stated over and over. 

Treaty as a Precedent 


Senator H. Alexander Smith (N. J.) asked Mr. 
Brownell if we would not then “have to enter 
into exactly the same treaty with any other coun- 
try in the world where we might have our 
Armed Forces stationed”. Brownell replied: 
....1 think it would establish a precedent; yes”. 
Senator Smith: “I have thought it would” (ibid, 
p. 69). 

The administration argument throughout was 
that since illegal secret agreements were already 
in force — and none of the Foreign Relations 
Committee had these agreements at the

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time of the hearings (!), that it was better to 
ratify this agreement whigh, dges, the same thing, 
with the addition of pious, promptings. that, for- 
eign governments must take holy delight in. see- 
ing, that. our. boys. get. justice and. in. asking. the 
advice of. our authorities, without one. iota of 
mechanism by which they can be forced.to give 
our boys. justice — just asinine cant, nice. plati- 
tudes, numbing talk: ta lull; the. Senators. into ac- 
quiescence, And,it finally worked. 
Stilted, Vague Languae 

Brownell was twisted up by Senator Theodore 
Francis Green (R. I.) on a typical sentence in, 
this treaty on our boys. Brownell ‘hadi read the 
list of things to which one of our boys arrested 
in a foreign land is “entitled” and it reads just 
swelli Senator Green. read; “Under, (¢) — ‘to 
have legal: representation, of, his. own, choice for 
his. defense or ta have free. or assisted; legal], rep- 
resentation: under conditions prevailing. for the 
time being in. the receiving. state’”. And, then 
asked, Brownell: “Who exercises, the choice?” 
Brownell then rereads the opening, sentence 
about. the boy being “entitled” to all, sorts of, jus- 
tice and American “rights” and replies; “So he 
(the boy) makes the choice”. Green, answers: 
“You haven't stated. that . . . It might seem as 
though that were the choice of the country” (the 
boy is in). 

“Mr. Brownell: L think that is definitely not 


the case. 
“Senator Green: Why don’t you make it clear? 


“Mr, Brownell: This is the language of the 
treaty, Senator, not my language . . . And he 
proceeds to defend it as “perfectly proper. Then 
Senator Green goes on to show that the clause: 
“Or he can have legal representation under the 
conditions prevailing at the time being in the 
receiving state” can mean the opposite of hav- 
ing a “choice”. Senator Green: “Supposing the 
judge says, ‘Well, we will give him the alterna- 
tive. He will have the same conditions that 
anvone here would have.” Senator Green ar- 
gues that the Clause’ can‘ve mnterprerc@cd that way. 
Brownell hedges around about what he “thinks” 
it means and Green retorts: “You think so but 
it doesn’t say so” (pp. 70-1, ibid). 

Senator William F. Knowland (Calif.) does a 
smooth job of “loyal opposition” by pointing out: 
“These Status of Forces Agreements are taking 
the place of agreements that have already been 
negotiated ... (p..72). 

That the Treaty cannot be gotten rid of until four 
years after ratification is here stated (p. 87). Deceit 
and equivocation mark the whole proceedings. That we 
had trained a regiment of Canadians in the USA in 195] 
for war in Korea was brought out (p. 86). The secrecy 
and illegality of the agreements which turned our boys 
over to foreign courts is emphasized by Senator Bricker 
(p. 63) and otherwise in this hearing. 


Bricker Reservation 

The above session of the Senate Foreign Relations 

Committee was called to consider a reservation prepared 
by Senator Bricker providing for jurisdiction of the USA 
over our troops and their trials on foreign soil, and giv- 
ing foreign troops stationed in this country the same 
right. 
The Reservation was presented as giving us a better 
bargain than the Status of Forces Treaty because we 
have so many more troops abroad than foreign nations 
have here. 

But, an air of ignorance on the part of our “top” ad- 
ministrators should have alerted everyone. The Sena- 
tors did not know that any of the treaties had already 
been signed, the Status of Forces Treaty at London 
June 19, 1951, being signed by Acheson and ordered 
printed with Truman’s letter of transmittal asking Sen- 
ate ratification just within a year later—June 16, 1952, 
but let sleep until Ike came into office. 

The Status of NATO Treaty which had been signed 
by Acheson at Ottawa Sept. 20, 1951, was transmitted 
the same day to the Senate as the above and on each 
is the notice that on this day “the injunction of secrecy 
was removed therefrom”. 

But the Status of NATO property Treaty, which en- 
ables foreign countries to acquire and hold inviolable 
unspecified amounts of ours and their properties for 
world government purposes, and deceptively called 
“Status of International Military Headquarters set Up 
Pursuant to the North Atlantic Treaty, signed at Paris 
on August 28, 1952, “bears the signature of John For- 
ter Dulles and is transmitted to the Senate with a let- 
ter from President Eisenhower asking that all three trea- 
ties be ratified, marked “secrecy removed” Feb. 27, 
1953. The first of the above treaties about our boys, etc., 
is named “Exexutive I,” the second is “Executive U, 
and the last Executive B. 

It was asked by Senator Green (R. I.) when Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson was testifying before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee April 7 ,1953: 

“Senator Green: Has some of them already been 


signed? 
“Secretary Wilson: They have all been signed] (p. 3 


of, the Hearing for that day). 
Senator Knowland at this same Committee session 


‘asked Wilson if the Status of Forces Treaty didnot. “pri- 


marily concern American forces. abroad? 

“Secretary Wilson; If, is not completely so, I have 
heen. told?” ( Note. that; the head} of all, defense has. been 
“teld? hy—?), “that; there are about, 12,000 foreign na- 
tionals coming into this country in the course of, a, year 
and: that. there are, perhaps, 3,500, to 5,000 here most 
of the time” (p. 14 of same). 

The same day Herman Phleger introduces himself as 
the legal Adviser of the Department of State”, urging 
ratification, of course (p.24.), and Senator. Ferguson asks 
him; “How many foreign troops are in this country?” 

“Mr, Bhleger: “Well, the military will have to answer 
that; but I’ asked the same question and: was told: there 
were approximately 12,000 at the present time”. But 
the top head; of the military and all; USA, armed; forces, 
Wilson, had. to be told by someone and: was not sure. 
Who is that, or those someones who can pop signed, trea- 
ties before the men who are supposed to be responsible 
for them and back them years later? It comes out that 
these foreign troops which are here and have been tried 
in our courts were “trainees” under the NATO treaty 
(p/'26, of same), 

What is the USA training them forP WORLD PO- 
LICE? A. WORLD ARMY? 


The Bricker Argument. 


How can Senator Bricker. or anyone else be sure that 
there will, always be more of. our troops abroad than 
there are foreign troops here? It is in a, French maga- 
zine that the story .of, a million Asiatics replacing Ger- 
mans in Eastern Germany comes to view. The terrible 
deportations of the Balts by the Soviets who replaced 
these slave laborers with Asiatics. is never. mentioned as 
“genocide”. A Paris. newspaper, “Rivarol”, discussing 
the Pentagon program (Nov. 20, 1953) mentions “the 
385,000 American soldiers . . . on our continent”. 

The reshuffling of populations is the 9th of the ten 
rules of Karl Marx for communizing a state. The pur- 
pose of “ONE WORLDERS” is to break down all ra- 
cial, and religious distinctions, uproot those with nation- 
alist, attachments and move them where their life as part 
of a herd strips them of patriotism, of resistance to the 
“planned” prison society. 

The moment the Roosevelt regime took power, Rex 
Guy Tugwell, Mrs. FDR and FDR himself poured out 
their enthusiasms for reshuffling Americans. In my book, 
“The Roosevelt Red Record and Its Background (pp. 
33-4), the “Reedsville Project”, a huge sinkhole for tax- 
payers’ money, a bungle, is covered in part. The word- 
ing of Marx’s 9th rule for communizing a state is imme- 
diately followed by the Executive Order of FDR (No. 
6209) calling for “Redistribution of the Overbalance of 
Panulatioy . in. Industrial .Ceuters..by.aneans _of, making 
loans for and otherwise aiding in the purchase of subsi®? 
tence homesteads . . .” 

As stated on page 34: “Not content with the space 
afforded for shuffling populations about in the United 
States, which is some 3,000 miles wide, Tugwell has 
moved settlers to far Alaska to participate in a comu- 
nal socialized existence under the American flag that is 
frozen most of the year”. Roosevelt called for “read- 
justment of the population” in his message to Congress 
June 8, 1934, Tugwell said (August 3, 1933): “As we 
bring some order into our use of the land it will be not 
only crops which tend to move where they belong, peo- 
ple will move too”. As shown by the chapter on Tug- 
well and the Marxian program undertaken, his speeches 
rival those of Earl Brower (p. 350-). 


Invasion 


It would appear as likely that our troops and billions 
have gone abroad to set up the mechanism on a world 
scale by which THIS country or Britain or any other 
could be inundated by troops of hostile feeling and 
different races to put down any uprising against the to- 
talitarian powers inherent in these three treaties which, 
as stated in the hearings, carry out the United Nations 
charter through the NATO block of 14 nations. 

One of the boldest, almost swashbuckling statements 
concerning the treaties was made by “General” Bedell 
Smith, Truman’s Ambassador to Russia (Feb. 1946- 
March, 1949), who is thus described by Pegler: “Presi- 
dent Ike’s wartime chief of staff Bedell Smith, who rose 
from the rank of major to lieutenant-general, notwith- 
standing the unexplained lapse of eight hours in hand- 
ing to General Marshall the message which ‘meant war’, 
was director of the CIA under Truman (July 27, 1953). 

Pegler also stated: “Both Lovestone and Brown” (Jay 
and Irving, ED) “intimates and employees of Dubin- 
sky’s union of garment workers, have remained abso- 
lutely mute in the face of my repeated charge that they 
are Communists”. Their connection with and financ- 
ing by the CIA is covered here and elsewhere in his 
columns. “The Central Intelligence Agency is an illegal 
spy system which costs us untold millions. Yet Allen 
Dulles, the brother of the Secretary of State, impudently 
writes that the answer to all requests for information 
about it is ‘No’... Eisenhower gave him command of 
the CIA and of its ‘secret’ files and secret funds of public

money. 


Secrecy Always 

“We do know, because I have found: out, that the 
CIA under General Bedell Smith, who preceded Allen 
Dulles, was pouring millions of our taxes into the treas- 
uries of the Lovestone-Brown network of rioters, plot- 
ters and nondescript low characters all over Europe and 
much of Asia. . . . I repeat that Lovestone and Brown 
are Communists of the deepest dye. They have de- 
clared their furious intention to shed blood in our streets 
to establish a system of ‘soviets’” (May 4, 1953 col- 
umn). 


Bedell Smith Testifies 


Snappily, Smith opened his testimony to the Senate 


Foreign Relations, Committee April,7, 1953”: ... I am 
here to support the three documents which, you are now 
considering, and I. am also conveying, Sectetary Dulles’ 

. . strong support and request for, early ratification. 
. . . This is a rather precedent-making request that we 
have made of you. It is the first time, I think, in his- 
tory that in peacetime a United States Congress has been 
asked to ratify a treaty which covers the legal: status of 
large groups of American troops abroad, . . . We have 
here three treaties designed to translate. policy into ac- 
tion. .. . We have brought them into censenance under 
our obligations under the United Nations, Charter, and 
under the North Atlantic Treaty Charter. . . . The Unit- 
ed States, I, need, not. emphasize, was one of: the leaders 
in developing the text of these treaties. 


Precedent-Making 


“, . . First, the Agreement on the Status of NATO 
Forces: It is noteworthy that this agreement, like the 
North Atlantic Treaty effort, is precedent-making .. . 
If. your predecessors of one generation ago, had. been told 
that they were going to be asked to ratify. treaties cov- 
ering the legal status in time of-peace of large American 
forces abroad for a. more or, less indeterminate period, I 
am sure they would, have been completely: shocked. .. . 

“This concept of integrated, defense planning . . . I 
do not need to belabor that point . ... The administra- 
tive problems connected with the stationing of foreign 
forces in the territory of.any member NATO state . 
are. manifold). . . if, this. thing: works: out, well; there 
must, inevitably -he troop. moyements. across, national,. . . 
frontiers’. Admitting the secret agreements supposedly 
made in, wartime, Smith, said, of; the: treaties; : 

“These are intended: to, govern deployments. for. the 
indefinite peried of the coldj war, . .. We had: to de- 
velop arrangements that. would) permit; ready. movement 
of. military forces in peacetime across. international 
boundaries... . the result, has heen to except; military 
personnel; fram passport; and; visa. regulations and) from 
immigration inspection, as welljas from alien, registration 
control, laws.” ' 

“Sympathetic Consideration” 

Injustice is prevented, Smith assures the Senators, 
windily, through foreign governments giving “sympa- 
thetic consideration” to waiving their rights. This typical 
New Deal reverse talk makes the word, “protected” a 
more likely meaning for “prevented”. Except for trea- 
son against the home country of these troops. stationed in 
a foreign country, they are under, the jurisdiction of the 
courts of the country into which they are sent—a situa- 
tion bound,to he resented by the populace of the invad- 
ed country and its courts which will; have every right 
to feel: “Give’m the works!”. But. perpetual war and 
perpetual killing will make the job of. world, government 
simpler. It will be easy to draft political’ enemies and 
send them where they can be bumped off without home 
responsibility. The home officials can shrug their 
shoulders and say it is impossible to do anything for the 

~victim of this planned conspiracy without danger of © 
“wrecking the peace”. Aliens will be glad, to cooper- 
ate since the sending country will be giving trade or 
loans or other favors making this worthwhile. 

Since the drafting of women of all ages is part of 
the program, hinted ever more boldly, this can effec- 
tively dispose of those who raise vocal objections to 
being collectivized under the “planned society”. Aside 
from the do-gooder talk, this is the substance of the 
Status of Forces Treaty as laid out by Smith. He then 
comes to the next one, and says: 


Treaty Number 2 

“Here is another precedent-making action. We know 
of no peacetime situation where integrated. international 
military headquarters have been established on the soil 
of foreign states . . . We just cannot have complications 
every time something comes up that is not covered by 

- a protocol which has been approved, by you gentle- 
men of the Senate . Note: At this time here comes 
to mind the settlement of the communistic one-world en- 
thusiast who proclaimed that governments would abol- 
ish themselves—H, G, Wells. Our Senate has already 
done so. Smith was brief about the establishment of 
international headquarters treaty, although just previ- 
ously he had said there was provision for “enormously 
increasing” the size of these headquarters”. The treaty 
itself which appears on page 9091-2-3 of the Congres- 
sional Record for July 15, 1953, when all three treaties 
were passed by the Senate, is very explicit, however. 
It appears third, there, 

All “Allied Headquarters” are subordinate to a “Su- 
preme Allied Headquarters” with the indisputable dic- 
tator-arbitrator on any question the “Chairman Coun- 
cil Deputies”. It will be easy after several. of these 
blocs of countries are internationalized, to. combine them 
under a WORLD DICTATOR. 

And, bear in mind, all these treaties had: been drawn 
up and SIGNED long before the proper authority, the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, had, ever heard of 
them. We have GOVERNMENT BY STEALTH, and 
a pressured, bewildered, pliant Congress. Pressured, 
harangued, pushed on every side, subjected to even oc- 
cult control — who knows? — we cannot judge them. 
We are to blame. 

Bedell Smith, in closing his statement. said a bill to 
“implement” these agreements had already been sent to 
Congress and no more legislation would be needed. The 
treaties are in deep assumptions of power by an interna- 
tional body too vast to contemplate. He closed by say- 
ing: “In the interest of setting up . . . rules under which 
the nationals of one country. can be stationed in and 
work in the territory of other countriés in. furtherance of 
the vital NATO defense ’(???)’ effort. I assure vou 
these agreements are desirable . . .” (p. 9 of Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, April 7, 1953 Hearing). 


Treaty Provisions 


Stripped of the “angel of light” Luciferian talk, the 
Status of Forces Treaty provides that all troops sent into 
a foreign country: “Shall be exempt from passport and 
visa regulations and immigration inspection: on entering 
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or searing the territory of a receiving State”. Goodbye 
to control of our population under our laws. 

The term “component” in the treaties means all the 
people they want to bring in with the alien troops in 
addition to their families, and these can be from any of 
the countries comprising NATO. This horde is also free 
from “registration and control. of aliens”. They cannot 
be deported (Article 3). 

The troops may either wear a uniform or not. Their 
NATO card is the only identification required. If or- 
dered to do so by the NATO DICTATOR of these 14 
nations, these troops will carry arms.

Article 8 defines the last word in arbitration of any 
point as: “The Chairman of the North Atlantic Council 
Deputies”, in other words, the DICTATOR. 

This article also makes the troops immune for dam- 
ages in performing their NATO orders. 

Quarters are to be provided for civilians as well as 
the alien troops. Our dear government must “make avail- 
able to a force or a civilian component the buildings and 
grounds which it requires, as well as facilities and serv-

Status of NATO Treaty 
This treaty defines the word “Organizatiog’ as 
“North Atlantic Treaty Organization consisting of the 
Council and its subsidiary bodies”, which are: “Any or- 
gan, committee or service established by the Council. 
” A sweeping power!

Behind the following (Article 4) anything may lurk: 
“The Organization shall possess juridicial personality; it 
shall have the capacity to conclude contracts, to acquire 
and dispose of movable and immovable property and 
to institute legal proceedings.” 

Article 5 is a honey for SUPER power. © And it js, 
you note, ultimately vested in ONE MAN: “The Organ- 
ization, its property and assets” (Note: In any foreign 
country ) “wheresoever located and by whomsoever he Id, 
shall enjoy immunity from every form of legal process 
in any particular case the Chairman of the 
Council Deputies . . . may expressly authorize the waiver 
of this immunity...” But there is no waiver of immu- 
nity to permit “execution” (seizure) or “detention” 
(withholding the possession of the property by other 
than the NATO gang) “of the property”. 

Inviolable 


“The premises of the Organization shall be inviolable”, 
and everything owned by it wherever it is, “shall be im-

Crusades 


‘ Baruch reveals his own atheistic, anti-Catholic, anti- 
Christian; pro-Jewish attitude in re-introducing such a 
diabolical .account. of the Crusades. Mackay tells us 
that “History in her solemn page informs us, that the 
Crusaders were but ignorant and savage men, that their 
motives were those of bigotry unmitigated, and that their 
pathway was one of blood and tears.” (354). “All these 
bapds, which together are said to have amounted to 
three hundred thousand men, women and children, were 
composed of the vilest rascality of Europe.” (370). 
“They. wore the symbol of the Crusade upon their shoul- 
ders, but inveighed against the folly of proceeding to the 
Holy-Land to destroy the Turks, while they left behind 
m so many Jews, THE STILL MORE INVETER- 
ATE ENEMIES OF CHRIST.” (376) (our emphasis). 
.. he author exposes the “motley multitude” as plun- 
derers, murderers, and perpetrators of brutality and lust. 
He refers to their jncredible valor which superstition had 
infused into their hearts (emphasis added). Weare told 
that the Crusaders returned from the first Crusade with 
a broader, more “tolerant” outlook and*that “they had 
lost’ some portion; however small, of the prejudice and 
bigotry of ignorance.” (page 410). After the gloomy su- 
stitions were rooted out, we are told, (on. the same 
page) that: “Men‘ became in consequence less. .exclu- 
sively under the mental thraldom of the priesthood. and 
lost much of the credulity which formerly distinguished 
them.” 
. What_is Mr. Baruch’s attitude toward the Catholic 
clergy?’ By his approval of this book we must assume 
that the author’s views coincide with his own. Mackay’s 
description of the clergy on page 359 is as follows: “The 
clergy . . . kept the popular mind in the most slavish 
subjection with regard to religious matters . . . the bar- 
ons, only existed to trample with their iron heels upon 
the neck of prostrate democracy ... the clergy... 
though they necessarily instilled the superstition from 
which they themselves were not exempt, yet taught the 
cheering doctrine that all men were equal in the sight 
of Heaven. Thus, while Feudalism told them they had 
no. rights in this world Religions told them they had 
every right in the next.” 
The Alchemists 
With reference to the Alchemists (magicians), we 
find that Moses is listed as the first of these sorcerers 
atid necromancers. (p. 101) Mackay tells his readers 
that Albertus Magnus can also be placed in the category 
of’ an Alchemist, having, with St. Thomas Aquinas 
(whom,’ of course, the author does not honor with the 
designation of “St.”), animated a brazen statue. He also 
contends that Albertus sought the “philosopher’s stone”, 
‘an assertion that has been denied by Dominican writers. 
Another Alchemist, according to Mackay, was. Roger 
Bacon, whose mind, unfortunately, was enveloped by 
the “crust of superstition.” (119). Many of the Popes 
ate listed as having aided the sorcerers and Pope John 
XXII is considered an alchemist himself although “He 
issued two bulls against the numerous pretenders to the 
art, who had sprung up in every part of Christendom; 
fiom which it might be inferred that he was himself free 
from the delusion.” (120). 


The Relics 


The sanctimonious Baruch no doubt chuckles silently 
as he passes among the great leaders of the Catholic and 
Protestant faiths, palming himself off as an unbjgoted 
Jew, for he can always privately entertain his racial 
compatriots. with Mackay’s description of the Relics of 
the Catholic faith: “. . . . how numerous the progeny 
of. errers and superstitions! Men ... have made fools 
of themselves for the jawbone of ‘a saint, the toenail of 
an. apostle, the hankerchief a king blew his nose in, or 
the rope that hanged a criminal. . . . The gréatest fav- 
,ourite was the wood of the true cross which, like the oil 
‘in the window, never diminished.” (696) “A grove of

sold in little morsels as remnants of the true cross; and 
the tears of Mary, if collected together would have filled 
a cistern.”*(356) “After the tears of the Saviour, the 

«next most -precious: relics..were-drops of the blood of 
“Jesus and the martyrs; ahd the mitk-of the Virgin Mary 
iden. Many.a nail,,cut from.the-filthy foot of some un- 
“scrupulous ectlesiastic; was “sold at a diamond's price, 
within six months after its severance from its parent toe, 
upon thes supposition” that it had~once belonged to a 
saint or an -epostle, Peter’s toes were uncommonly pro- 
lific, for th 1e were nails enovgh in Europe . . . to have 
filled a sack, .. ” (697) 

We have presented the 
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which the “saintly” Baruch, who is usually very careful 
in not identifying himself with any Communist move- 
ment or open Jewish conspiracy, has boldly recommend- 
ed and enthusiastically praised. Remember, this is the 
man who has advised seven Presidents, from Woodrow 
Wilson to Eisenhower, who still controls the affairs of 
our nation as one of the leading members of the invisi- 
ble government.

The next two treaties appear in the Congressional Rec- 
ord with no mention of any vote except that of the 
Status of Forces Treaty and each one was declared to 
have been thus ratified. Then Senator Knowland com- 
pliments all of them for the “cooperation” of both par- 
ties, and Senator Johnson of Texas comes back with an- 
other lovely eulogy for the “bipartisan manner” in which 
these treaties had been carried on. Everyone was 
happy. As when the Roman republic was taken over by 
the emperors, dictatorship was installed while the form 
of and talk about “Democracy” went on.
